Bin,--l have read with great 
letter recentiy published in the Jrish T omen 
from Professor Alison Phillips, commenting 
upon a statement made by Mr. Darrell Figgis, 
to the effect that, if Ireland established her 
independence, she would be “ the only sation 
in Europe free of a national debt Pro 
feesor Phillips points out with great force and 
clearness the fallacy of this misleading 
“appeal to the pocket,” and he quotes th 
ariicies in the Treaty of London of 1451, 
which, while establishing the independence of 
Belgium, placed upon that country a prepor- 
tion of the public debt contracted te the 
United Kingdom of the Netherlands, to which 
Belgium formerly belonged. 

A more modern precedent which may be 
‘commended to the notice of Mr. Darrel! 
Figgis, and other members of the Sinn Fein 
Parity, ia to be found in the Treaty of Berlin 
of 1878. Article 9 of that treaty decrees that 
“ Bulgaria is to bear a portion wf the public 
debt of the Ottoman Empiré.”’ Article 33 
enacts that '“ Montenegro m™ to bear a portion 
of the Ottoman public debt for the new terri- 
iories assigned to her by the Treaty of Peace.”’ 
Article 42 deala in the same way with Serbia. 
and Article 61 contains the following words 
“With regard to public works and other 
enterprices of a like nature, Rumania shall he 
substituted for the Sublime Porte as regards 
its rights and obligations throughout 
| ceded territory.” 

But apart from the fact that Great Britain,

Sian,—In your leading article on “ The Coal 
Supply “in Yast Thureday’s Zrish Times you aay: 
“ Unhappily, Irish mines only produced 82,000 
tons last year.” Quite so, and whose fault is 
that but the Government's, who will not give 
any facility to companies willing to develo 
Ireland and to put their money in the Iris 
coal mines ? 

Everyone knows that the Arigna valley, lyin 
between the Counties of Leitrim, Sligo, an 
Roseommon, is teeming with minerals—-coal, 
iron ore, fire clay, ete. rhe Arigna Iron Works 
was a thriving industry not so many years ago; 
now it is a ruin. The Arigna coal has to be 
carted down a mountain road three miles to the 
railway station. Supposing that someone in 
Dublin sent an order for Arigna coal, it would 
be shovelled six or seven times from carts to
